He strongly believed ap- 
propriations to be forthcoming .Many 
members of both houses have been to 
Europe on American ships this sum- 
mer, returning convinced that the 
greatest opportunity lies before the 
United States merchant 
shipping. 


Chairman Madden of the house ap- 
propriations committee aboard this 
ship favors government operation un- 
til such time as private capital can 
be attracted. Mr. Madden is friendly 
to the new policy and it would not 
be surprising If new construction were 
authorized without much debate.

Just Returned From Trip, 
Gives interesting Observa- 
tions Of Countries On Conti- 
nent 


"What do foreign countries think of 


America? Just at present, according 
to Dr. Charles Reineck who with Mrs. 
Reineck 
has returned from a trip 


around the world. European countries 
respect America and Its citizens and 
express nothing but good feeling to- 
ward them. But in the central pow 
ers there is a growing- desire that 
America step In now and help Ger 
many and Austria get on their feet. 


In ^Germany. Dr. Reineck said, an 


intense feeling of bitterness prevails 
toward France, which is Intensified 
by the present position 
of 
French 


forces on the Rhine. Everywhere 
German citizens say that if France. 
Great Britain. Belgium and the United 
States would together state some def- 
nite sum for indemnities, conditions 
would be vastly improved, inasmuch 
as Germany and Austria would then 
have something definite toward which 
to work. At present they are working 
to say© a sum which is vaguely in- 
definite. 


To the person spending a day or so 


n Germany. Dr. Reineck said, the 
conditions of the laboring class are not 
'elt. for to all outward appearances 
things are progressing much as they 
did before the war. Investigation in 
the districts of cities in which the pov- 
erty-stricken are living will reveal 
another aspect of the situation to the 
tounst. Dr. Reineck who had occa- 
sion to seek several persons for rel- 
atives living In this country found 
conditions quite deplorable. Families 
living In two and three rooms Is the 
average circumstance among the poor- 
er people. The government has ar- 
ranged for families to live in these 
places and where a family has more 
room than they absolutely need, it 
must be shared with another family. 
Landlords can exact only a fixed rent 
for their houses and the rents cabi- 
net fluctuate with the compensation of 
the laborer. 
In most cases modern, 


conveniences are not known and prop- 
erty is not repaired.

GOLD STANDARD ON A PAPER BASIS 


Announcement that the German gov- 


ernment and the Reischbank have taken 
preliminary^ steps to restore the gold- 
standard of money would be more encour- 
aging if it were more than theoretical. In 
the main the action is only a matter of 
bookkeeping. 


The move is significant however, in 


that it reflects official realization of 
what is at the bottom of Germany's 
troubles. At the same time the imposition 
of a hea~vy t4x on commerce and finance, 
called "the Rhine-Ruhr sacrifice tax.'* in- 
dicates that the Cuno government is not 
ready to discipline 'the industrialists, who 
have been increasing their power and 
wealth at public expense. 


Germany must know, or should know, 


how much it can pay in reparations. A 
complete survey should have been made 
long ago. It is necessary for Germany to 
make settlements with other nations be- 
fore it can return properly to the gold 
standard, and it cannot make these set- 
tlements until it satisfies the world as to 
"ability to pay." Indications are that 
the Cuno government is about-to fall. -The 
gold-standard maneuvers are makeshift 
to pacify the people. Paper money, in- 
dustrialism, procrastination and sham may 
be breeding revolution.

THOSE nmiCULOt'S ROLLS 


Fat folks who persist In Imagining: that ono can 


roll off fat need expect no mercy if they write any- 
thing like that to me. If I have sometimes referred 
to somersaults as "rolls" I did It for the kindly and 
sympathetic purpose of mitigating tho dreadful ef- 
fect of possible somersaults attempted according to 
the description of a lexicographer who. in his 1S90 
edition, advised readers to take a flying leap In the 
air and turn completely over in tho air. That was 
an air-spring of course. 
In 
calling^1 somersaults 


"rolls" I hoped to keep tho somersaultor on solid 
earth. One rolls, not like a ship, as some fat folk 
have fondly imagined, but like a hoop. 


To somersault successfully one requires only a 


space about 3xS feot, and for the beginner maybe 
a mat to muffle the noise more- than for protection. 
A cushion not less than 2x3 feeOcovercd with khaki 
denim or some such stuff, makes a handy somersault 
cushion, when space must be economized. Ideally 
one should have a long hallway or stretch to roll 'em 
off In strings of three or more each way. With the 
little cushion of course there Is room for but one 
each day. The 
finished somersaulter 
needs no 


cushion or mat or rug. After a few weeks' practice 
one should be able to roll 'em forward, at any 
rate, over the bare floor or rug or carpet. Remem- 
ber. a somersaulter never leaves the solid ground. 


The secret of a neat and workmanlike job lies In 


curling up and staytiig curled up until you are over 
and up again on your feet. The starting position is 
a crouched or squatting one, with the iflnds on the 
floor palms doiiyn, fingers forward and outward, and 
the crown of flie head on or near the floor between 
the hands. Having achieved this posture, one need 
but let go, giving a little push with the toes, and the 
trick is done. If at first you don't come up on your 
feet It Is because you have straightened out. Keep 
curled up like a ball. If the first few attempts 
produce vertigo, stars or even more startling up- 
sets, that is only proof, a kind of indication of your 
need of Just such treatment, for it shows that you 
have a lot of slacker blood stagnating in the great 
splanchnic pool. That's Just a huge network of ves- 
sels in the abdomen which are capable of holding 
over a quarter of all the blood in the body. What's 
the use of having eight pints of blood in your body 
and using only six plats in your business?

Once Learned Assure 


Success With Baking 


BY BERTHA E. SHAPLEIGH 


Everyone likes good cake, and many 


are the Inquiries as to method of 
making such cake. 
The method of 


putting together the Ingredients is 
Important but the baking is almost 
as'much so, If the result la to be per 
feet. 


< 
The remark was made to me not 


long ago. that cake at the present 
time costs much less than In the days 
of our grandmothers even though the 
price of food materials is greately In- 
creased. 
/ 


But when a really fine cake Is made 


today the same good materials go 
Into it—eggs, butter, sugar and flour. 
So many cooks make.^a caka- which 
Is quickly put together, and calls for 
less' material, but they frost it and 
put it in layers with filling and the 
final cost- is quite'as much as a cake 
calling for more material In itself. 


Much experimental work has been 


and Is being done to prove the best 
method of putting together the 
In* 


gredients in .'a cake. If it is to be 
eaten immediately a cake may be 
"stirred up" very quickly, but 
for 


keeping quality, 
fine 
texture and 


good flavor a. more careful 
mixing 


Is necessarv.

RULES FOR-MIXTNG 


A few rules to follow are 
Impor- 


tant. Always have all the materials 
ready on the table before beginning 
work. Have the oven in good con- 
dition. 
Have pans 
carefully _ but- 


tered''or greased/ 


Butter should be melted over hot 


water and allowed to stand until the 
eediment has formed. 
Use oil for 


greasing pan. It Is best applied to 
the pan with a soft piece of paper 
or brush. 


If the cake "fs to be baked In a 


pan not over three inches deep it is 
•well to flour it after greasing. Be 
careful every bit of flour which" does 
not cling to the butter is shaken out 
For a loaf cake, the best results are 
obtained when the pan is lined with 
paper. .

A "genuine" sponge cake has. no 


leavening material except the-' eggs, 
but some of the best sponge cakes 
have baking powder or soda 
and 


cream of tartar in them. 


There are still cooks who 
think 


baking powder not as good 'for cake 
as soda or cream of tartar. ' The 
tendency is to use too much baking 
powder and the 
cake dries 
very 


quickly. 


The time for baking cake depends 


of course on the size and depth of 
the cake and the heat should 
In 


Crease as the size of the cake de 
creases. Layer cakes and small in 
dix'idual cakes 
require a 
"quick" 


oven to. send them up. then a lower 
heat to finish baking. 


* 
ONE BAKING METHOD 


A very satisfactory way of bak- 


ing a cake is tp divide the time for 
baking into quarters. 
In the 
first 


quarter of the time the cake should 
rise but not brown: if It begins to 
brown in that time reduce, the heat 
at once. 


During the second quarter of the 


time the cake, continues to rise -and 
take on color. 


During the third part of the time 


it bakes without any 
particular 


change. This is the critical time, as 
any sudden change of heat Is likely 
to cause a slight falling in the cen- 
ter of tho cake. * 


The last quarter of time Is to fin- 


ish the baking: and the cake shrinks 
from the rides of the pan. 


DOXT HURRY 


Do not hurry a cake in removing; 


from pan.^ Allow it to cool and set- 
tle and usually 
it will come- out 


without breaking:.

oaTen as soon as cool, and If It is 
to bo frosted." do not remove at all 
from pan. The frosting: "will not ran 
over the sides, and 'Si can be> cut 
and served from the pan.

ter cake, and one equally reliable 
for a. sponge cake, are all a. house- 
wife needs. She can then vary the

Grape And Apple 
Are Best Fruits 
-.For Jelly U.se 


The 
two most important 
Jolly- 


making fruits that arc In season In 
lato summer and early -autumn, are 
the grape and the apple. Wild fruits, 
such as 
elderberries, wild plums, 


grapes and apples, also make excellent 
poaches, plums, .pears and quinces. 
Jelly. Jelly may also be made from 
but since they are deficient in pectin 
or acid, or both, they .must be. com- 
blncd,-*with apple or grape-Juice or 
with commercial pectin In order to 
make them "Jell" properly. Fruits 
that are slightly underripe contain 
a larger percentage of pectin, 
the 


Jellying Ingredient. For Juicy fruits, 
jsuch as grapes, add only a small 
"quantity—that Is, about one cup of 
water to four or five quarts of fruit 
—when extracting the Juice. If the 
fruit is very juicy, the water may be 
omitted. For less Juicy fruits, such 
as apples, add Just enough water to 
cover the fruit. In both cases cook 
only until soft. Always wet the Jelly- 
bag before pouring In the cooked pulp 
to drain, and never squeeze the bag 
if clear Jelly is desired. Either make 
second and third extractions or put 
the pulp through a sieve, flavor well 
and make into butters or conserves. 


The Jelly is done when it will sheet 


from a spoon—that. Is, when two or 
more drops run together, or coalesce.
